DENNIS WILSON 





Since his death, December 28, 1983, my 
thoughts have been a jumbled mess. How- 
ever, I now have them in order and would 
like to share them with you. I don’t 
want to go too far into detail but I would 
like to touch on Dennis’ gererosity, zest 
for life and sensitivity. 

My first thoughts fall upon Dennis’ gen- 
erosity. He had a bigger heart than anyone 
I’ve ever known. With no real attachment 
to material things, he seemed to be con- 
stantly giving things away. Sometimes he 
would give away his most personal pos- 
sessions and many of us who were close 
to him thought he might be too generous. 
Dennis was continually trying to be the 
Good Samaritan, offering to help some- 
times whether it was necessary or not. 

Dennis was a very vital and alive person. 
He had a flair for living life to its fullest. 


What seemed to be an endless amount of 
energy drove him to sample everything life 
had to offer. Because of this it was some- 
times very hard to work for him, but little 
dampened his enthusiasm for just being alive. 

One of my most tender memories of 
Dennis was when I asked him to be god- 
father to my daughter Bria. He was so 
touched by this that he cried. Afterwards 
many times he was with her he tried to 
teach her the Lord’s Prayer. Many of his 
dealings in his professional as well as his 
private life have been clouded by his out- 
landish behavior but no one can dispute 
his concern for children. For example: his 
favorite charity was the Special Olympics 
and at his funeral friends were asked to make 
donations in his name instead of sending 
flowers. I believe that because Dennis was 
such a big kid himself he could focus on a 
child’s need easier than the rest of us 
sometimes can. 

My memories of Dennis are very com- 
plex, and it’s very important to me that 
the good things Dennis has done outshine 
the shaded incidents that the media most 
like to focus on in someone like Dennis’ 
passing. In closing I would just like to say I 


don’t think of Dennis as being gone as his 


spirit will live on in our hearts forever. No- 
one can take away the beautiful memories 
that we have, like how special he could 
make you feel or his showing up barefoot 
with that special smile that only he had.

Dennis Wilson 
died tragically in a drowning accident. He 
Was swimming in a boat-slip at Marina 
del Rev. California when he failed to re- 
surface. Private services were held on 
December 31. 1983, and burial at sea 
took place on January 4th.
